Alumnus  Serves  State 
Dept,  in  Mexico 

Among  the  Brighais  Young  uni- 
versity alumni  who  have  entered 
the  diplomatic  service  of  this  coun- 
try is  Dr.  Nathan  L.  Whetten 
who  recently  wrote  President 
Franklin  S.  Harris  from  Mexico 
City,  where  he  is  worki-n-g  in  the 
service  of  the  U.  S.  state  depart- 
ment. 

Dr.  Whetten,  a rural  sociologist, 
stated  that  his  work  in  Mexico  was 
of  such  a nature  that  he  was  of 
greater  use  to  his  country  in  that 
position  than  in  his  regular  civilian 
job  during  this  emergency,  and 
con.sequently  would  remain  in  the 
diplomatic  service  for  some  time. 

Now  on  leave  from  his  post  as 
dean  of  the  graduate  school  of 
Connecticut  University,  Dr.  Whet- 
ten graduated  from  BYU  in  1926 
with  an  A.B.  degree.  While  on  the 
BYU  campus  he  was  prominent  in 
the  field  of  sociology  and  was  an 
assistant  in  the  department  of 
modern  languages.  In  1928  he  re- 
ceived his  M.  A.  degree  from  BYU 
and  later  received  his  Ph.D.  degree 
from  the  University  of  Wisconsin. 

His  wife,  the  former  Theora 
Johnson  of  Vernal,  was  a well- 
known  musician  on  the  BYU 
campus,  and  graduated  in  1927 
with  a B.  S.  degree.  His  family  ac- 
companied him  to  Mexico.
